Dear Mr. Segelbaum: 

The Lancaster County Office of the District Attorney has received your request for 
records under the Right-to-Know Law (“RTKL”). Your request was received by the Lancaster 
County Office of the District Attorney on March 26, 2019. Therefore, under the RTKL, a written 
response to your request was origindly due on or before April 2, 2019. On April 2, 2019, an 
Extension Letter was generated and emailed to you extending the deadline to respond to May 2, 
2019. Copies of your request and the Extension Letter are attached. 

Your request seeks access to the following “Copies of written memos, procedures and 
policies that the Lancaster County District Attorney’s Office has sent out about how police 
officers are to conduct prostitution investigations. Copies of written memos, procedures and 
policies on how members of the Lancaster County Drug Task Force are to conduct prostitution 
investigations.” Your request is denied for the following reasons: 

• To the extent that your request implicates access to records that the District Attorney’s 
Office does not have in its custody, control or possession records that are responsive to 
your request, your request is denied. Section 705 of the RTKL provides that ‘[w]hen 
responding to a request for access, an agency shall not be required to create a record 
which does not currently exist or to compile, maintain, format, or organize a record in a 
manner in which the agency does not currently compile, maintain, format or organize the 


record.’ 65 P.S. § 67.705. See also Moore v. Office of Open Records, 992 A.2d 907 (Pa. 
Cmwlth. 2010). 

• No responsive records exist. Specifically, no such records of policies or memos exist 
regarding how police officers or members of the Drug Task Force are to conduct 
prostitution investigations. 

If you wish to appeal this determination based on the criminal investigative records 
exemptions, you have the right to submit a written appeal to Amara Riley, Open Records 
Appeals Officer, Lancaster County District Attorney’s Office, 50 North Duke Street, P.O. Box 
83480, Lancaster, PA 17608-3480. If you choose to file an appeal, you must do so within 
fifteen business days of the date of this letter. See 65 P.S. § 67.1101. The appeal must include a 
copy of your original request and this response letter and must state the grounds upon which you 
assert that the record is a public record and must address any grounds stated by the agency for 
denying the request. 

If you wish to appeal this determination pursuant to any other grounds, you have the right 
to submit an appeal to the Office of Open Records within fifteen business days of the date of tiiis 
letter. An appeal must be submitted in writing either by mail (Office of Open Records, 333 
Market St., 16th Floor, Harrisburg, PA 17101-2234), fax (717-425-5343), or email 
(openrecords@pa.gov). The appeal must include a copy of your original request and this 
response letter and must state the grounds upon which you assert that the record is a public 
record and must address any grounds stated by the agency for denying the request.
